convened, during December, and on the 
day on which Mr. Froliiigbuyeon bad signi-

During all UiLs period 1 saw Mr. Biaino 


frequently, and be conversed with me freoJy. 
Ho manifested t» mo no desire whatever U) 
remain in Mr. Arthur's cabinet; ho signified 
no such wish to the president. Ho considered o 
change natural and inuvitable, Tho president 
furthermore urged him tonccopc the appoint- 
mont o£ mbiistor to England, which Mr. 
Blaino declined with tbanls, and they partod 
in a friendly spirit. I remember that Mr. Blaine 
said to mo that be did not feel able to keep 
up such an establishment in London as he 
would desiro to maintain. Ho wroto a note 
toltho president in connection with his de- 
clination of tho mission, which may, per- 
haps, bo found among President Arthur's pa- 
pers, or Mr. Blaino aiay have a copy. 


Tlio differences touching sotno features of 


the South American policy happened after 
Mr. Blaino left the cabinet, tho principal 
one ot a jjorsonal character being between 
Mr. Fnduigliayson nnd Mr. Bluine. Even 
tbis, I think, never arnountod to a total sus- 
peiwiunoi" inkii-course. Mr. Blaine bud ^ivon 
a public reception at his bouse to tho now 
secrouu-y. but after u time hospitalities ceaseH, 
though f think mutual calls by card were 
never abandoned. Between tho president 
and Mr. Blaino personal relations and an ox- 
change of hospitalities wero kept up. Even 
when tho differences on the South American 
policy wero at tho warmest point, Mr. Blaino 
dined at tbo White House and tho president 
dined at Mr. Blame's, lam quite sure that 
Mr, and Mrs. .Elaine wero invited to the 
"White House two or three times dui'mg tho 
winter ot ISS-l, and that the president dined 
at Mr. Blame's as iatti as March, It'S-J, withui 
threo months ot th9 national convention. 


During tho can vasa f or tho nomination in 


the spring and summer of 1SS4 many sharp 
sayings were in circulation, and the presi- 
dent was much disturbed at times at tho re- 
ports of some of them, and Mr, Blaine may 
Iiavu also been irritated, but personal rela- 
tions were never terminated. As lato as last 
spring, when Mr. Blaine finished hia "Twenty 
\ears in Congress," bo sent the two volumes 
to Mr. Arthur with n kbid inscription, and 
they were accepted by a f rioudly_ note. Af cer 
the presidential election tbo chairman of the 
national commiitoo was Indiscreet enough, 
in a published interview, to imputo to Presi- 
dent Arthur and tbo members of his cabinet 
a muit of lldelity and zeal in tho canvass. 
This charge was baseless, and was so declared 
by mo at tbe time in a letter to Tho ^ew 
\ork Tribune. Ali possible and appropriate 
assistance was rendered. It coulcfnot have 
ucon expected that wo should supersede the1 
chairman or do his work-, although it \vouid 
have boon bettor if sorco ono had dono so. 
ilr. Blaine has never indorsed the chairman's 
aspersion, to my knowledge.
